The U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service (Service) has reviewed the plans for the proposed project.
South Carolina Railroad Company proposes to abandon a 12.8-mile railroad line ncar milepost
319.89 (center of Burlington Drive road crossing), near Socicty Hill, Darlington County, South
Carolina, and extending in a northerly direction to milepost 332.68 (south line of Market Street,
including other legs of wye track extending westerly to milepost 332.48 (east line of US Route
1), in Cheraw, Chesterficld County, South Carolina.

Based on our review and the information received, the Service has determined there are no
federally protected resources in the project arca. Please note that obligations under the
Endangered Species Act must be reconsidered if: (1) new information reveals impacts of this
identified action may affect any listed species or critical habitat in a manner not previously
considered; (2) this action is subsequently modified in a manner, which was not considered in
this assessment; or (3) a new species is listed or eritical habitat is designated that may be affected
by the identified action,
